l. The Punjab Town Improvement (Amendment) Bill, 1982 
(Introduced and passed on the 14th September, 1982) 


This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act so that the Impro- 
vement Trusts may function in a better manner in future. It also 
provides to add two more official trustees, one not below the rank 
of Extra Assistant Commissioner and other not below the rank of 
Executive Engineer in the P.W.D, B&R or Public Health 
Branches.

This Bill seeks to amend the principal Actso as to make a 
provision for direct election of Sarpanch in the State. It also 
empowers the State Government to issue directions for holding the 
general elections to the Gram Panchayats before the expiry 
of their term. 


8. The Salaries and Allowances of Depuiy Ministers, Punjab 
(Amendment) Bill, 1982 (Introduced and passed on the 17th

This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act so as to make 
provision forthe enhancement of salaries of Deputy Minister/Chief 
Parliamentary Secretary/Parliamentary Secretary from Rs. 800/- per 
mensem to Rs. 1200/- permensem.

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.9. SYNOPSIS OF BILLS PASSED BY THE PUNJAB VIDHAN 
SABHA DURING ITS FIRST SESSION, 198 5 


1. The Punjab Appropriation (No. 4) Bill, 1985 (introduced and passed: 
on the 5th November, 1985 (Afternoon Sitting). 


This Bill provides for the appropriation out of the Consolidated Fund of 
the State of Punjab of the sums required to meet the Supplementary Grants 
made by the Legislative Assembly for the expenditure for the financial year 
1985-86. . 


| 2. The Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads (Temporary 
Supersession) Amendment Bill, 1985  .—

This Bill seeks to replace the East Punjab Ministers’ Salarics (Amend-

"| have received a notice of question of privilege under rule 252 of the 
Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in the Punjab Vidhan Sabha, 
from Dr. Kewal Krishan, M.L.A., regarding presentation of Supplementary 
Estimates and additional or excess grants of expenditure to the Vidhan 
Sabha during the current Session of the Sabha. 


I have examined the matter and find that under Article 205 (2) of the- 


Constitution of India, it is not mandatory that the Supplementary Estimates 
are to be brought before the Legislature during its every Session. These 
Estimates can be brought before the House in any Session before the close of 
the current financial year. 


As regards the demands for money spent in excess of the voted grant, 
these have to be presented to the House in the Session in which the Public 
Accounts Committee presents its report thercon or in the following Session. 
Expenditure incurred during the previous financial year cannot be regulariscd 
by Legislature by Supplementary demand of grants in the current year.

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8. SYNOPSIS OF BILLS PASSED BY THE VIDHAN SABHA 


l. The Punjab Appropriation (No. 1) Bill, 1987 (Introduced and passed 
on 18th March, 1987) (Afternoon Sitting) 


This Bill provides for the appropriations from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Punjab of the sums required to meet the Supplementary 
Grants made by the Legislative Assembly and expenditure charged on the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Punjab for the financial year 1986-87. 


2. The Punjab Appropriation (No. 2) Bill, 1987 (Introduced and passed 
on 30th March, 1987) 


This Bill provides for the appropriations from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Punjab of the sums required to meet the grants made by 
the Legislative Assembly and the expenditure charged on the Consolidated 
Fund of the State for the financial year 1987-88. 


3. The Punjab General Sales Tax (Amendment and Validation) Bill, 1987 
(Introduced and passed on the 1st April, 1987). 


This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act so as to give effect to the extended 
meaning of the expression “tax on the sale or purchase of good, in order to 
generate additional resources for maintaining and accelerating the pace of 
development of the State. 


4. The Punjab School Education Board (Amendment) Bill, 1987 
(Introduced and passed on the Ist April, 1987). 


This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act so as to give more autonomy to 
the Punjab School Education Board in its day to day functioning, for the 
effective implementation of the 10-+2 system of Education. 


5. The Punjab Rural Development Bill, 1987. 
(Introduced and passed on the Ist - April, 1987). 


This Bill provides for the establishment of the Punjab Rural Development 
Board with a view to accelerate rural development, augment agricultural pro- 
duction, improve facilities to the dealers and purchasers of agricultural produce 
er to provide for relief for loss of agricultural produce due to natural 
calamities. | 


6. The Northern India Canal and Drainage (Punjab Amendment) Bill, 
1987. 


(Introduced and passed on the 1st April, 1987). 


This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act so as (i) to cover temporary 
water courses which may be in existence for a continuous period of not less 
than six months as well for protecting them from damage or demolition and 
to give powers to Canal Officers for their restoration ; (ii) to impose penalty 
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on the defaulters by the Canal Officers in addition to the amount of compensa- 
tion to be paid to the aggrieved person in case of damage to or demolition of 
the water course by other landowners ; and (iii) to enhance the amount of 
penalty from rupees one hundred to rupees one thousand for various offences 
under the said Act.

On Tuesday, the 31st March, 1987 Captain Amarinder Singh, M.L.A. 
moved the following resolution :— 


“This House expresses its deep concern for the need for improving the 
industrial investment climate in the State, and more particularly 
the need for encouraging such agro industrial investment as can 
have a direct impact on th e State's agricultural economy. In the 
context of mounting agricultural surplus and declining farm 
incomes, this House stresses the need for encouraging investment 
in large scale and technologically advanced agro processing 
ventures and draw particular attention to the proposal 
of the Punjab Agro Industries Corporation for an innovative, 
completely integrated processed food and beverage project involving 
a tie up with Tatas and Pepsico Inc. of U.S.A. This house 
expresses its concern over the inordinate delay at the level of the 
Government of India in sanctioning the project and urges the State 
Government to pursue the matter with them for early and 
expeditious approval".

27. OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER 


(i) Observation made by the Speaker on the 12th March, 1987 regarding 
conduct of the Members in the House. 


“All the Members should conduct themselves in the House in a res- 
pectful manner. It may be that there can be difference of opinion 
amongst the members, political or otherwise. But to use such 
words as even school children do not use, cannot be tolerated. 
If any member wants to say something he can do so by rising on a 
Point of Order or Personal Explanation.” 


(ii) Observation made by the Speaker on the 18th March, 1987 (M.S.) 
regarding admission of Adjournment Motion during the Budget Session. 


“Let me make it clear that it has been the tradition and convention 
ofthe House that during the Budget Session Adjournment 
Motion is not admitted. Therefore, the Adjournment Motion 
given notice of by Sardar Gurcharan Singh Nihalsinghwala is 
disallowed.” 


(iii) Observation made by the Speaker on the 19th March, 1987 regarding 
right of a member to get reply from the Government. 


"Reply should be given. Itis the prerogative of the member”. 


(iv) Observation made by the Speaker on the 25th March, 1987 regarding 
Personal Explanation. 


* While speaking on a point of personal explanation you cannot make 
a speech or debate it. Rule 56 is very clear and specific on this 
issue. Youcertainly have a right to clarify. Elaboration will 
not be allowed as this is not a debate". 
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(v) Observation made by the Speaker on the 30th March, 1987 regarding 
discussion on the Ruling given by the Speaker. | 


“The remarks given by me disallowing the Call Attention Motion 
cannot be the subject matter of discussion in this august House”. 


(vi) Regarding whether a No Point of Order can form part of the 
record ? 


On a clarification sought by Pt. Mohan Lal as to whether the speeches 
made on ‘a Point of Order and subsequently declared as’ No Point 
of Order can form part of the record ornot, the Speaker observed 
that they do not form part of the record. 


(vii) Observation made by the Speaker on the 31st March, 1987 regarding 
raising of Points of Order. 


“I may inform the hon. Members that Rule 105 of the Rules of 
Procedure and Conduct of Business in the Punjab Vidhan Sabha 
is very clear. A Point of Order can be raised only with regard to 
the business before the House or regarding the Rules conducting 
the House”. 


28. POINTS OF ORDER AND DECISIONS THEREON 


(i) Whether a member can make a general speech when specific demands 
are being discussed in the House ? 


It was held that the Member should confine himself to the demand(s) 
under discussion. 


(On 26th March, 1987 (A.S.) during the discussion on Demands for 
Grants, a Minister raised the Pointof Order and the Speaker ruled as 
above). 


(ii) Whether a speech made on a ‘Point of Order’, which has been dec- 
lared as ‘No Point of Order’, can form part of the record ? 


It was held that such a speech cannot become part of the record. 


(On 30th March, 1987, during zero hour, an hon. Member raised the 
above Point of Order and the Speaker ruled as above). 


29. RULINGS GIVEN BY THE SPEAKER 


(i) Ruling given by the Speaker on the 19th March, 1987 rearding Pri- 
vilege Motion given notice of by Sardar Ranjit Singh Jandiala , MLA. 


“As the hon. Members are aware, S. Ranjit Singh (Jandiala) M.L.A., 
gave a notice of Privilege Motion on 13th March, 1987 disapproving the action 
of S. Gurdev Singh Badal and some other M.L.As. for raising derogatory 
slogans against an hon. Member ot this House and the Chair. I had then 
stated that 1 will consider over the matter and give my ruling later. 
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T have examined the issue. There are no two opinions that no House 
would be able to discharge the high functions entrusted to it properly, if 
it does not impose disciplinary regulations upon its members. However, 
as the House is aware, the derogatory remarks and the slogans were expunged 
from the proceedings of the House and do not form its part now. Further 
S. Gurdev Singh Badal, M.L.A. had apologised for this behaviour and 
S. Amarinder Singh had regretted about this incident and consequently the 
ordei of the House suspending Sardar Gurdev Singh Badal for the remainder 
of the Session was revoked. In view of this, 1 withhold my consent to 
raise this question of privilege." 


(ii) Ruling given by the Speaker on the 19th March, 1987 regrarding 
decision of the Punjab and Haryana High Court dated 10th March, 1987 
relating to Sardar Harbhajan Singh Sandhu. 


“The Hon’ble Punjab and Haryana High Court, vide its order dated the 
10th March, 1987 decided that S. Harbhjan Singh Sandhu shall be entitled to 
attend the Assembly proceedings and sign the register therein for the mini- 
mum period of days so as to keep his seat intact but he shall not have the right 
to vote or take part in the proceedings of the State Assembly or draw any 
remuneration. 


Sardar Harbhajan Singh Sandhu was informed,— vide Punjab Vidhan 
Sabha Secretariat letter No. 13-LA-87/4255, dated the 11th March, 1987, that 
by attending the Session of the Punjab Vidhan Sabha on the 11th March, 1987, 
the requirement of the order granted by the Hon'ble Punjab and Haryana High 
Court on 10th March, 1987 has been complied with for the current Session 
of the Assembly. He was, therefore, informed that he may not attend the rest 
of the sittings of the House in the current Session nor mark his presence in 
the attendance register. 


It may be stated here that sub-section (4) of Article 190 of the Constitu- 
tion of India provides that :— 


"If for a period of sixty days a member of a House of the Legislature 
of a State is without permission of the House absent from all 
meetings thereof the House may declare his seat vacant : 


Provided that in computing the said period of sixty days no account shall 
be taken of any period during which the House is prorogued or 
is adjourned for more than four consecutive days." 


The present Session of the Vidhan Sabha, according to the tentative prog- 
ramme, is to continue upto the 30th March, 1987. The Session started on the 
11th March, 1987 and thus, at the most, the Session will be for the duration of 


about 20 days. Whereas Shri Sandhu is required to attend the Session once 


in sixty days, but he has been attending the sittings of the House after the 11th 
March, 1987 and has also been marking his presence in the Attendance register. 
In such situations, the Constitution of India contains Article 193 which reads 
as under :— 


“Penalty for sitting and voting before making oath or affirmation under 
Article 188 or when not qualified or when disqualified— 


If 2 person sits or votes as a member of the Legislative Assembly or the 
Legislative Council of a State before he has complied with the 
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requirements of Article 188, or when he knows that he is not quali- 
fied or that he is disqualified for membership thereof, or that he 
is prohibited from so doing by the provisions of any law made by 
Parliament or the Legislature of the State, he shall be liable in 
respect of each day on which he so sits or votes to a penalty of five 
hundred rupees to be recovered as a debt due to the State.” 


* In view of the provisions of this Article, Shri Sandhu is liable in respect of 
4 each day on which he sits in the House to a penalty of Rs. 500 to be recovered 
from him as a debt due to the State." 


(111) Ruling given by the Speaker onthe 25th March, 1987 regarding raising 
of, Privilege Motion against the Speaker. 


“Regarding the imposition of a fine of Rs. 500 on Sardar Harbhajan Singh 
Sandhu, I have done it in my capacity as Speaker. I have already informed 
that no privilege issue can be raised against the Speaker. The writ has been 
filed and the matter has become Sub-judice. So that matter cannot be discussed 
now. In this connection, I have already quoted certain authorities. There 
are also proceedings of the Mysore Legislative Assembly on the subject. 
According to these proceedings also no question of breach of privilege can be 
raised against the Speaker. Your Call Attention Motion was also disallowed 
on that score. 


(iv) Ruling given by the Speaker on the 26th March, 1987 (A.S.) regardin8 
v conversion of an adjournment motion into Call Attention Notice and admission 
of Call Attention Notice. 


*Sardar Sukhdev Singh Dhindsa has requested the House that his adjourn- 
ment motion may be converted into a Call Attention Notice. In this connec- 
tion I have to point out that Call Attention Notices are restricted to a specific 
matter of urgent public importance of recent occurrence. The recent 
incident mentioned in the Adjournment Motion is dated 31st May, 1986. 
It thus cannot be stated to be a matter of recent occurrence. It is for this 
reason that this Adjournment Motion cannot be converted into a Cell Atten- 
tion Notice. 


Secondly, Sardar Sukhdev Singh Dhindsa, MLA had also referred to a 

Call Attention Notice No. 69 in which he had stated that the AISSF was 

not allowed to hold function on 23rd March, 1987 at Hussaniwala or at Khatkar 

Kalan. Hon. Member will agree that the permission in such matters is 

granted by the district administration keeping in view the law and order 

| situation prevalent there and in such matters their discretion is final. I had, 
yw therefore, rightly ruled that the matter cannot be admitted because-— 


(i) It pertains to ordinary administration of law ; 


(ii) Members can raise this matter on the general discussion on budget/ 
Appropriation Bill or when the Demand for Grant for General 
Administration is taken up in the House.”
